Fuchs, now 41, confessed his part 
in the spy plot. He had been a 
vSoviet agent since 19 39 . He was a 
Soviet agent when he helped Am ­ 
erican scientists produce the first 
A-bomb, a Soviet agent privy to 
the greatest military secret of all 
time.

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NEW TAX DEAL 
NEW FEDERAL administration’s goal 
of better government for less finds prompt 
and concrete fu lfillment in the annou nced 
reorganization of the Internal Revenu e Bu ­ 
reau . Seventeen district offices are redu c­ 
ed to nine, for a saving in overhead and 
salary expense of $6 million. The change 
is expected to produ ce “tighter” adminis­ 
tration. 
The saving, for the most part, 
w i l l be 
plou ghed back into enforcement of tax 
laws against evaders. A hearty welcome is 
assu red at Washington for every additional 
dollar present tax laws thu s may be made 
to produ ce. Almost as valu able as the reve­ 
nue retu rn is the morale gain, for the pu b­ 
lic and for the bu reau itself, in this concen­ 
tra tio n of effort on u nmask ing the tax 
evader. 
As the new Internal Revenu e Commis­ 
sio ner, T. Coleman Andrews, recently re­ 
mark ed, the great mass of honest taxpay­ 
ers find their own bitter tax obligations 
ea sier to swallow if they k now the cheaters 
a re not being allowed to get away with it. 


BOOMING TURNPIKES 
TURNPIKE 
CONSTRUCTION in the 
United Sta tes is being stepped u p. Approxi­ 
m a tely 3 ,50 0 
miles of the su perhighways on

o r a re projected for the near fu tu re. The 
estima ted cost of $3 billion approaches $1 
millio n a mile.

sist orders wou ld have to be issu ed. 
This particu larly applies to the State De­ 
partment, which is u nu su ally apt in desig­ 
nating things by what they are not—as, for 
instance, “ The Neu tral Nations Repatria­ 
tion Commission.” 
This Commission is in no sense 
neutra l. 
It consists of 5 members. Sweden, Switz­ 
erland, Poland, Czechoslovak ia and India. 
Of the five, Poland and Czechoslovak ia are 
Soviet satellites. Their foreign policies and 
activities are controlled by the Kremlin as 
positively and as literally as the foreign 
affairs of the States of New York and Illi­ 
nois are controlled by the State 
Depa rt­ 
ment. 
It is an historic inexactitu de to reg a rd 
them as separate and sovereign states. 
They have been conqu ered by Soviet Ru s­ 
sia. Poland is completely a Ru ssian prov­ 
ince over which a Ru ssian marshal, of 
Polish origin, presides. Czechoslovak ia lost 
the last vestige of independence when Jan 
Masaryk committed su icide. 
India led the movement among Asiatic 
and African nations against the 
U n i t e d 
States. It is fatu ou s to regard India as oth­ 
er than an opponent of American policy in 
Asia. 
It is becau se of Indian pressu res that 
Great Britain, to hold the Commonwealth 
together, was forced to adopt an anti-Amer­ 
ican policy concerning China, and a trad­ 
er's policy concerning the Korean War. 
Therefore, ou t of a Commission of five, 
two are Ru ssian states; one is pro-Ru s­ 
sian. In a word, Ru ssia has three votes ou t 
of five. 
Sweden is strictly a neu tral cou ntry, 
frightened to ae^th by the propinqu ity of 
Ru ssian forces in Finland. Were a war to 
occu r in Eu rope, Sweden cou ld be occu pied 
by Soviet Ru ssia in a matter of hou rs. It is 
impossible to accept fear as neu trality. 
Switzerland is neu tral. 
Actu ally, then, ou t of a Commission of 
five, only one nation may be regarded as 
altogether neu tral. It is absu rd to call this 
a “Neu tral Nations Repatriation Commis­ 
sion.” It ju st is not tru e. 
Most interesting is the fact that while 
Ru ssia has two members on this Commis­ 
sion, the United States does not have even 
one. It cou ld be said that the United States 
the Repu blic of Korea, Soviet Korea and

Most Injuries to the Knee 
Produce Fluid in the Joint

THE k nee Is a fairly stu rdy 
Joint, m ade to stand m any ha rd 
k nock s. Yet the doctor can a l­ 
ways depend on a good nu m ber 
of k nee inju ries every year, m any 
involving w ater on the k nee. 
Some of these are su re to be 
du e to the wide popu larity of 
football, not only college and 
professional games, in which the 


an Inju red ligam ent Is to blame. 
At other times a fatty type of 
flu id may be a sign of certain 
k nee joint fractu res which do 
not show u p with X-rays. In any 
case, removing the flu id u su ally 
relieves the pain in the k nee. 
Rest to an inju red k nee is very 
important. Cru tches will relieve 
the leg of bearing weight, and a 
type of elastic bandage 
gives 
players are fairly well padded, su pport. Mild inju ries will perm it

NEW F E D E R A L administration’s goal 
of better government for less finds prompt 
and concrete fulfillment in the announced 
reorganization of the Internal Revenue Bu­ 
reau.

BOOMING TURNPIKES 
TURNPIKE 
CONSTRUCTION in the 
United States is being stepped up. Approxi­ 
mately 3,500 miles of the superhighways on 
which motorists pay tolls have been built 
or are projected for the near future. The 
estimated cost of $3 billion approaches $1 
million a mile. In the plains country, the 
cost is lower. A new turnpike from Okla­ 
homa City to Tulsa just opened cost less 
than $500,000 a mile. 
Revenues from turnpikes already in op­ 
eration exceed highest expectations. Most 
of them are in the nation’s most populous 
areas. Volume of traffic will increase as 
turnpikes hook into inter-state systems and 
pick up the long-distance travelers. Traffic 
on the Pennsylvania turnpike is IO times 
what it was a decade ago. 


LOVE COMES TO MOSCOW 
WHAT MAY B E A first authentic sign 
that the Reds under Malehkov are soften­ 
ing up to the point of mushiness appears in 
the current issue of “Soviet Art,” Mos­ 
cow’s highbrow mouthpiece. 
In a startling reversal of policy, the mag­ 
azine comes out flatly in favor of love as 
a theme for movies in place of the tradi­ 
tional laboring of industrial production as 
a primary entertainment motif. 
“You can’t replace love.'” says the cul­ 
tural periodical, warning movie script writ­ 
ers to start getting romantic about the ten­ 
der emotion. 
Could this be a capitalistic throwback to 
such American stuff as “ O f Thee I Sing,” 
which had everybody whistling ‘Love Is 
Sweeping the Country” 20 years ago? 


If the FTC had to pass on some of the 
labels that government agencies devise, 
and if th emmies were properly pursued, de­ 
sist orders would have to be issued. 
This particularly applies to the State De­ 
partment, which is unusually apt in desig­ 
nating things by what they are not—as, for 
instance, “The Neutral Nations Repatria­ 
tion Commission.” 
This Commission is in no sense neutral. 
It consists of 5 members. Sweden, Switz­ 
erland, Poland, Czechoslovakia and India. 


O f the five, Poland and Czechoslovakia are 
Soviet satellites. Their foreign policies and 
activities are controlled by the Kremlin as 
positively and as literally as the foreign 
affairs of the States of New York and Illi­ 
nois are controlled by the State Depart­ 
ment. 
It is an historic inexactitude to regard 
them as separate and sovereign states. 
They have been conquered by Soviet Rus­ 
sia. Poland is completely a Russian prov­ 
ince over w?hich a Russian marshal, of 
Polish origin, presides. Czechoslovakia lost 
the last vestige of independence when Jan 
Masaryk committed suicide. 
India led the movement among Asiatic 
and African nations against the U n i t e d 
States. It is fatuous to regard India as oth­ 
er than an opponent of American policy in 
Asia. 
It is because of Indian pressures that 
Great Britain, to hold the Commonwealth 
together, was forced to adopt an anti-Amer­ 
ican policy concerning China, and a trad­ 
er's policy concerning the Korean War. 
Therefore, out of a Commission of five, 
two are Russian states; one is pro-Rus­ 
sian. In a word, Russia has three votes out 
of five. 
Sweden is strictly a neutral country, 
frightened to de^th by the propinquity of 
Russian forces in Finland. Were a war to 
occur in Europe, Sweden could be occupied 
by Soviet Russia in a matter of hours. It is 
impossible to accept fear as neutrality. 
Switzerland is neutral. 
Actually, then, out of a Commission of 
five, only one nation may be regarded as 
altogether neutral. It is absurd to call this 
a “Neutral Nations Repatriation Commis­ 
sion.” It just is not true. 
Most interesting is the fact that while 
Russia has two members on this Commis­ 
sion, the United States does not have even 
one. It could be said that the United States 
the Republic of Korea, Soviet Korea and 
Soviet China were kept off the Commission 
because they were belligerents and all are 
j treated equally. 
Yet, it is political realism, and should be 
known to the State Department, the Penta­ 
gon and the White House that the factual 
belligerent, the aggressor in the Korean 
War, was and is Soviet Russia. 
A student of the formation and nature of 
the Soviet Empire should know that the in­ 
ternational relations and military activi­ 
ties of all countries in the Soviet Empire 
are controlled by the Kremlin. 
There can be no independent action on 
their part any more than Utah could con­ 
duct an independent foreign policy.

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Tombstone Mystery At Marion Matched In Forest Cemetery 


Local Puzzler 


Has Its Own 


Strange Angle 


Big Granite Block, 
Like Sphere, Has 
Urge To Move 


M ystery of 
M arion’s 
“ moving 
to m b sto n es” has been m atched—in 
an even 
m ore 
baffling 
w ay—by 
m onum ents 
in 
F o rest 
cem etery 
here. 
Strange m ovements of a spher­ 
ical marker in 
a 
cem etery 
at 
Marion have been widely publi­ 
cized. Apparently defying all ef­ 
forts to keep it In place, 
t h e 
round stone has been turning, 
very slowly but steadily, on its 
base. 
F a r m ore puzzling w as a sim ilar 
story here by Superintendent Edson 
O. Crites of F orest cem etery . He 
pointed out: 
( D A m onum ent th at is duplicat­ 
ing the m ovem ent of the 
Marion 
stone; 
(2) Another m onum ent of like de­ 
sign which has n ev e r been known 
to move, although it is located in 
the sam e cem e tery ; 
(3) A large, oblong 
tom bstone, 
weighing m ore than a ton. which 
m oved mysrerrously on its l e v e l 
base over a space ranging from 
one inch at one end to three inches 
at the other.

C R IT E S SAH) tie and his 
wife 
planned several tim es to call the 
strange stone m ovem ents to t h e 
public’s attention in view of arti­ 
cles they read on the monument at 
Marion. 
“ We just never got around to it,” 
the superintendent explained, “ and 
I guess most of the folks around 
here don't even know' about it.” 
He doesn’t pretend to know* the 
reason for the phenomena. 
The two spherical stones point­ 
ed out by Crites—the one t h a t 
m oves and a sm aller one 
that 
d oesn’t—are both of high quality 
granite. So is the oblong piece 
which stands on its edge in a pat­ 
tern familiar to cem eteries ev­ 
eryw here. 
TTie large 
granite 
sphere 
was 
placed in the cem etery sometime 
in 1897. Crites estim ates it is two 
feet in diameter with a weight of 
800 pounds. 
Unlike the smaller sphere, it is 
held slightly above its concave base 
by 
tiny 
stone 
supports—a 
fact 
which Crites believes may account, 
indirectly, for its m ovement.

“ THE ONLY WAY I can figure 


it,” he said, “ is that the snow' and 


ice get in under the ball in 
cold 
w eath er, 
and 
then — when 
the 


w eath er thaw s—the w arm sun acts 
j on the granite in such a way that 
it tends to turn it. 
“ If this contraction and 
ex p an ­ 
sion theory is n t the way it h ap ­ 
pens, then I don’t know the a n ­ 
sw er.” 
C rites has been superintendent at 
the ce m e tery here for 
about 
20 
y ears. He recalls his attention was 
attracted to m ovem ent of the g ra n ­ 
ite sphere shortly after he took over 
his duties. 
By an accurate check on the 
stone, he estim ates it has m ov­ 
ed only five eighths of an inch 
during the last 20 years. 
How­ 
ever, it is evident the stone had 
been turning for m any y e a r s 
prior to that tim e. An unpolished 
g ranite spot, intended to rest on 
the base, is clearly seen now on 
one side of the sphere. 
C rites explains the cem etery has 
n ever been asked to put the sphere 
back in its original position and 
doesn’t plan to do so without a 
request. 
The sm aller sphere is located a 
short walk across 
the 
cem etery. 
Although records indicate it is two 
y ea rs older than the la rg e r ball, 
th ere is no sign th a t it has ever 
m oved. 
IT SITS directly on its concave 
base, but is loose and can be m ov­ 
ed enough to see the rough granite 
spot on its bottom. 
C rites said he is c e r t a i n no 
p ran k ste rs 
are 
responsible 
for 
m o v em en t of the larg er sphere, 
even if they did want to undertake 
the difficult task 
of turning 
the 
stone. O ver a period of m any years 
he has w atched the m onum ent and 
has noted its very gradual change 
in position. 
C rites also smiled politely a n d 
shook his head at the suggestion of 
“ su p e rn a tu ral influences” in any 
such case. 
“ Nothing of that sort,” he said, 
“ has ever happened in this cem ­ 
etery.” 
The 
superintendent 
s a y s 
he 
d oesn’t even have a theory as to 
why the large oblong granite piece 
m oved to such a noticeable degree 
on its flat and level base. 
“ This one has us all guessing,” 
he adm itted. “ We can 't explain why 
it m oved, and we don’t know why 
at least som e of the other stones 
n earb y didn’t move when this one 
did. I w ish we knew the an sw er.” 
ONLY A FEW y ards from the 
oblong granite m a rk e r is a sim ilar 
tom bstone which shows no sign of 
having moved. O ther stones on all 
sides are unchanged from their o r­ 
iginal position. Crites, using a pen­ 
knife, determ ined that the s a m e 
type of lead used in an effort to 
hold the large oblong piece in place

M ONTGOM ERY, Ala. UP) — An 
urgent garbage, trash 
and 
b a rn ­ 
y ard cleanup cam paign

way in M ontgom ery lo com bat the 
n atio n ’s worst 
outbreak 
of 
polio 
thus far in 1953. 
But the first response has been 
discouraging, and Dr. A. II. Gra­ 
ham, Montgomery County health 
officer, warned that the “ people 
must co-operate” in the drive to 
stamp out breeding grounds for 
disease-carrying insects, particu­ 
larly flies. 


Forty-four children and two ad ­ 
ults have been stricken with polio, 
the heaviest toll recorded here at 
this tim e of year. Twenty-eight of 
the victim s have suffered partial 
or total paralysis, but 
there 
has 
been only one death so far. 
P a re n ts have 
been 
advised 
to 
keep children out of crowds, espe­ 
cially the younger ones, since at 
least two-thirds of the 
polio 
p a ­ 
tients have been 6 or under. Minis­ 
ters have urged the sm aller ones 
to skip Sunday school for a while, 
and som e public places have closed 
their doors to pre-school age boys 
and girls. 
Dr. M orris Schaeffer, director of 
the virus laboratory of the U. S. 
Public Health Service here, said 
M ontgom ery with a population of 
105,000 is the hardest hit co m m u n ­ 
ity in the nation on a per capita 
basis. The toll here is g rea te r than 
the rest of A labam a put together.

W hether flies alone can cause a 
severe outbreak of polio, this much 
is certain, says Dr. Schaeffer: 
Scientists know that the virus is 
present in sewage, and som e types 
of flies can becom e contam inated 
with it.
